TO REMAIN 


NEUTRAL 


Russian -Admiral Ordered 


to Observe tho Laws 


of W*r, 


PARIS, April 21.—As a. result of com- 


munications between the governments' at 
Paris and St." Petersburg, the Russian 
government. has forwarded urgent or- 
ders to Admiral Rojestvensky to rigor- 
ously respect the . neutrality of French 
waters. This Is a precautionary measure. 


In addition, special instructions 
have 
been sent to, the governor-general of 
Indo-China, M. Beau, and Foregin -Minis- 
ter Delcasse has instructed the French 
minister at Toklo to give the Japanese 
minister . for foreign••• affairs, assurance 
that' it is France's purpose to preserve 
strict neutrality,.these- bejng similar to 
the assurances glverwto Dn Montono, the 
Japanese minister atrParis. 
' 
According to-the official view the fore- 
going steps should exercise a distinctly 
calming influence upon Japan as they 
show France directly and through Rus- 
sia has adopted .ail available Means to 
Insure respecu of neutrality in Frencn 
waters. 
The officials say that the only 
additional measure open is the* use of 
French warships to employ force in ex- 
pelling Rojestvensky's- squadron. Such a 
course, however, Is said to be impossible 
owing to -.the small number of French 
ships In Indo-Chinese waters. Moreover, 
as an official remarked, France Is hot in 
the habit of resorting to such extreme 
measures as using force. ..This is pan- 
tlcularly true In the case of Russia, owing 
to the complications which might arise 
from 
France 
adopting forcible 
steps 
against Russia. - 
Therefore the Instructions already given 
from Paris and St. Petersburg are relied 
uport to prevent Admiral Rojestvensky 
from encroaching upon French territorial 
waters. 
Dr. .Montono said his. request 
was that France observe neutrality by 
adopting all the necessary measures for 
§reveniing Admiral Rojestvensky's squa- 
ron . from 
remaining any 
longer 
in 
French territorial waters at Kamranh 
bay. 
The minister added that the Rus- 
sian ships are qutte'inside French waters 
and not outside of them. 
Japan's representations ha-ve had the 


effeci of bringing the 
Franco-Japanese 
Incident to the front rank ot public at- 
tention.

The leading newspapers here adopt the 
governmental view that Foreign Minister 
Delcasse's assurance calm the situation. 
The Deputy de Lanessan (Radical Re- 
publican, the former minister of marine 
and at one time governor of Indo-China, 
says in the Siecie: 
"We cannot ignore the fact that the 
Japanese people are greatly excited by 
the war 'and that public opinion may 
drive- the Tokio cabinet to take extreme 
action. We therefore insist that 
the 
Rouvier ministry rapidly adopt steps In 
conformity with the interests of France 
and the maintenance of peace. All France 
agrees that .the government has tho duty 
of protecting French neutrality and thus 
preserving .the world's peace.",-—

The Humanie,' Socialist, says:

"If thejmpending- naval battle occurs 
in Indo-China waters and the Russian 
squadron seeks refuge .in .our-ports. then- 
France may be suddenly dragged Into a

Syndicate of Wall Street Brokers 


Will Take $50,000,000 of 


Bonds of the Company. 


NE W YORK, April 21—Plane have been 


completed in Wall street by which funds 
for the construction of the Western Pa- 
cific Railroad are absolutely assured. A 
syndicate of Wall street brokerage houses 
has agreed to buy 550,000.COO of bonds of 
this company, the proceeds of which will 
complete the line from Salt Lake, Utah, 
to Oakland, Cal. 
Three important bankinif-houses. it Is 
understood, will participate In the bor.d 
issue. They are Blair & Co., Salomen & 
Co. and W. A. Read & Co. The flr.al con- 
ferences have been held In Wall street 
during the last few clays. 
As it Is generally known, the Western 
Pacific Railroad will become an integral 
part of the Gould system, stretching from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. When the 
new line, for the construction of wMch 
thp S50.000.000 bonds are to be issued. 
shall have been completed the combined 
system will be the first railroad in the 
United States under one control with ter- 


minals 
on the 
Atlantic and 
Pacific 
Oceans. 
The 
Canadian 
Pacific • now 
touches both oceans. The Gould system's 
Western terminus Is at present at Salt 
Lake, where the Denver and Rio Grande 
find the Rio Grands Western now end.

California in Her Variety. 


The Woodland Democrat says no part of Alameda county is 


typical of California. 
Is any part of Yolo county typical of Califor- 


nia? No part of Yolo county is so typical of this State as is the dis- 
trict Ijing between Haywards and Warm Springs. 
Climatically that 


district partakes of some of the elemental characteristics of the coast 
country, the Coast Range and the interior valleys. There the cherry 
and the orange, the apple and the fig, the grape and the prune, the 
pumpkin and the pomegranite reach perfection growing side by side. 
To even the amateur botanist the flora of this strip, perhaps twenty 
miles wide and forty long, is typical of a larger region some five hun- 
dred miles long and one hundred and fifty wide. We know of no 
other equal extent of territory so typical of California in its varied 
aspects. 


Yolo county is a region of varied production, and but few climatic 


differences. 
It has no savor of the sea, and nothing of the humid at- 


mosphere of the coast. 
It embraces a vast extent of fertile territory, 


capable of a diversified and profitable agriculture, but its impingement 
on the mountains is along the eastern slopes and spurs of the Coast 
Range, \vhere the climate is more arid and fervid than the strip m 
Alameda county lying between the bay and the eastern range of the 
coast mountains. Here the climate of the coast proper and the great 
interior valleys meet. 


After all is said and done, however, there is no particular spot in 


California that can be caJled typical of the State at large. California is a 
land of such vast extent, with such an infinite variety of physical and 
climatic characteristics that it is impossible to group in one place its 
chief distinguishing marks. We may find the golden mean between the 
eternal snows of Shasta and the hot sands of the Mojave desert, the 
clear depths of Tahoe and the muddy, turbid tide of the Colorado, 
but no place can be found that typifies the topographical and climatic 
variations they represent. There is no kinship between the sno\v- 
crested mountain tops of Siskn ou, Trinity, Shasta and Modoc and 
the murmuring sands and drowsy sunshine of San Diego bay. The 
towering sequoia...gigantea cannot live where the greasewood of the 
plains thrives. 
The emeiald meadows of the high Sietra are not 


to be found in the tule bottoms of the Sacramento. At Boulder Creek, 
in the Santa Cruz mountains the average rainfall is above fort} 
inches. Thirty miles away it is not over ten. In Alameda county 
alone the rainfall varies, according to locality, from thirtj inches to 
six. 


Moreover, the climate of this State is as full of caprice as the 


physical characteristics are startling and infinite in their variety. It i 
is as erratic as a child at play, full of witching wiles, whimsical changes 
and queer transformations. We are perpetually descanting on its de- 
lights and peculiarities, and forever beingtsurpnsed and disgusted at its 
unexpected pranks. Each season is a law unto itself, but there is an 
ineffable charm in the frolicsome moods of the weather. Why, we 
have more varieties of weather than we have of grapes, and new var- 
ieties are being introduced each season. It is idle to speak of any 
single locality as being typical of the mass of physical and metero- 
logical contradictions grouped within the geographical limits of the 
most gloriously distinctive State in the Union. This is not said in 
disparagement of Yolo or any other county, but to point out the im- 
possibility of finding a California m miniature on a single section of 
land. It takes half a dozen townships to accommodate Mount Shasta 
alone, and while they the seeding the land in the more elevated North- 
ern valleys the reapets are being driven through the ripened grain on 
the Southern plains. In times past the cherries were ripening in Ala- 
meda county when trains were blockaded in the Sierra Nevada by 
freshly-fallen snows. Deserts and glaciers are both in California, 
but they are not found together, and therefore no spot can be found 
that will t}pify such extremes of climate and topographical conditions. 


DR. BROWN AND SOCIALISM. 


jl 
Rev. C. R. Brown of Oakland has attracted a good deal of at- 


tention by expressions concerning the revival in that city. His crit- 
icism is:that the evangelists confined themselves to, the lines of argu- 
ment and effort "that have always been followed, and ignored the 
present day conditions and needs. 
Rev. Mr. Brown would have 


been called a Socialist a few years ago, but his views are now shared 
by many thoughtful men. The examples that are afforded in various 
parts of the country, x>f insolent wealth defying even the govern- 
ment .itself, has caused a. wave of radicalism to' sweep the land. Men 
feel that nothing is likely to-be worse than some of the conditions 
that exist, and so have lost much of their old fear of Socialism. Mr. 
Brown says he doesn't understand how the modern evangelist can 
shut his eyes to the industrial inequalities of the present day—how 
he preaches'for the soul and utterly ignores the physical well being, 
which is, after all, the basis of all human progress.—Alameda Argus.

Care of the Public Squares. 


Oakland has eight improved public squares not counting the con- 


servatory and surrounding garden presented to th° city by the heirs of 
the Adams estate. Those squares are nominally in charge of the Street 
Department, but each one is cared for separately by a man who does 
nothing else, and who is only a gardener bj courtesy. In consequence 
no improvement is visible in the squares; indeed, some of them are 
actually deteriorating 
Mayor Mott proposes to adopt a more practi- 


cal and business-like method of dealing with these squares. 
He pro- 


poses to take them from the nominal control of the Street Su- 
perintendent and place them in charge of a head gardener, who will 
report directly to the Board o£^ Public Works. This head gardener 
•will be given an adequate force to cultivate, improve and water the 
squares as occasion demands in accordance with some defined plan of 
bea.utificatlon. In this way the Mayor thinks the squares can be made 
much more attractive and ornamental without increasing the present 
cost of their maintenance. His idea is a good one, and is worth a 
trial. It is another proof that Mayor Mott is giving much practical 
thought to plans for improving the city.
